-~ Qultan had been playing a few little tricks 


not dissimilar in their nature to the little 
game played by the Dowager of China, and 
amongst the other Powers he had contrived 
more e. pecially to run foul of both England 
and Krance. Fortunately for Europe they 
were each prepared to act on their own 
responsibility, and did not seek the advice 
of their neighbours, nor indeed attempt t> 
-make up @ patch-work of amity. Probably 
no one outside the Quai d’Orsay and 
Downing Street knows what the whole 
thing was about, but there was apparently 
something very combustible in the wind. 
It was Napotzon 111 who informed the 
world that France’ was the only country 
that made war for an idea; and.in this case 
an idea seems to bave had a good deal to 
say to the affair. The French Government 
is in the habit. of spreading out its wings 
widely for the oppressed or discontented, 
tbo often the latter, to take refuge under:

Almost as strange have been the results 
of the negotidtions between Hngland and 
the United States about the Ship Cana 
through the Iythmus of Panama.

The position 
that led to the necessity has long passed 
away, and both parties have been anxious 
for the construction of the Canal. ‘The 
main point fequired by England was that 
she should hot be at a disadvantage as 
regarded charges, and that the Canal should 
be neutralisefl. The United States had no 
desire to epeape their engagements, and 
approached [England stating they were de- 
sirous of making the Canal, and suggesting 
certain condjtions,-which were acceded to.

THE MANCHURIAN CONVENTION 
AGAIN.

(Daily Press, 7th January.) 
Yet another version of the Manchurian 
Convention has been published, this time 
purporting to be the new agreement which 
M esis has been urging on the Chinese 
Plenipoteutiaries—and therefore, it is to be 
presumed, that which the late Lr Hune- 
CHANG was about to sign when his death 
prevented. This latest version was published 
by the Japanese journal Mainichi and has 
been accepted by many of the Anglo- 
Japanese papers as probably authentic. As 
it has not yet been made public in this 
exact form elsewhere than in Japan, we now 
give it in its entirety. It is as follows: —~. 
_.1.—The Newchwang Railway, at present 
under the protection of Russia, to be trans- 
ferred to ‘China.

districts is completely restored.

According to the Mainichi, the Russian 
Minister ‘ presented this document to 
Prince Caine and Wane Wen-sHao on the 
24th ult.,.in answer, we suppose, to their 
statement that they were not very well 
xequainted with the previous negotiations 
on the subject. The Mainichi goes on to 
say that Wana Wxn-snao replied to M. 
Lessap as follows:—The stipulation re- 
garding. the drilling of the Chinese troops 
is injurious to the dignity of China and it 
should be amended. The period allowed 
forthe departure of the Russian troops is 
too long, and as for the expense of the 
maintenance of the troops it will be duly 
considered after the actual condition of 
Chinese finances has been ascertained. The 
stipulation regarding restrictions to be 
placed on British and Japanese officials 
travelling on the Newchwang Railway 
should be discussed between these powers 
and Russia, while the clause prohibiting the 
construction of any branch beyond the 
Liao-ho should be amended. Finally the 
stipulations with regard to mining in the 
province menace the integrity of China. 
As will have been recognised, this alleged 
_reply of Wane Wen-sHao practically tallies 
with the objections quoted from a Peking 
telegram by our Shanghai correspondent 
on the 26th ult. This may perhaps be 
regarded as increasing the probability that 
the terms given by the Mainichi are authen- 
tic. In this case, it is not necessary to 
discuss them over again.. The objections to 
them from the point of view of the com- 
mercial Powers and from that of China 
have been stated repeatedly in the Press 
_and elsewhere. The majority of the con- 
ditions are not new. Such-.a clause as that 
numbered I. c. is preposterous. It is hard 
to imagine that Russia expects that an 
agreement of this kind could possibly be 
tolerated by those nations against whose 
interests the Convention is mainly directed. 
-It is not ‘necessary to suppose that there are 
- any secret provisos behind this “agreement.”

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“CHINA NEW YEAR AND THE. 
CLEANSING OF HONGKONG.

We do not:imagine that any sensible and 
-unprejudiced European resident in this 
Colony: will disagree with the remark of 
Dr, Cuanx, Medical Officer of Health, at 
the Sauitary Board on ‘Ihursduy when he 
gaid that he thought that a week's suspen- 
sion of cleansing and disinfecting operations 
-in Hongkong was sufficient on account of 
the China New Year festivities: It is true 
that two European members of the Sanitary 
Board spoke on behalf of Mr. Funa Wa 
Cuun’s motion for a fortnight’s suspension 
of work and declared that the request 
seemed to them reasonable. But Mr. 
Osnorne at least expressed his fear that 
the cleansing gang would take the holiday 
anyhow and was in favour. of making a 
virtue of necessity. The President very 
naturally asked’ whether the whole of the 
fourteen days would be required for the 
holiday. Mr. Fuxe Wa Cuun’s reply. 
about the preparation of cakes and puddings 
was not tothe point. Even if it be granted 
that it takes seven days to prepare these 
delicacies, it is surely trifling to tell us that 
seven more whole days are required to cat 
thes. The Chinese, no doubt, are an 
exceedingly industrious race, for the most 
part, and their general disregard fur the 
length of working hours is remarkable. This 
being so, the supplementary motion carried’ 
by the Board on the 9th instant seems to 
us all the more unnecessary. Jcuropeans in 
. Hongkong have notably tew holidays; ia 
fact in no port in the Far ast are the 
breaks in the routine of work so few. A 
precedent is now being introduced for a 
“privilege to the native working-classes which 
we should not dream of suggesting for 
ourselves. This matter would not be so 
serious, were it! not for the object of the 
operations which it is proposed to interrupt. 
The cleansing and disinfecting work now 
Leing carried on under the direction of the 
Sanitary Board is expressly designed’ to do 
away,.as for as is pessible, with the filthy 
conditions which foster the birth and 
growth of plague in our midst. The Board 
on Thursday consented to stop these ne- 
o2ssary labours for seven days before and 
seven days after the 8th February, the 
first day of the first Chinese moon. It is 
worth while to examine the. plague figures 
for February and the following month, 
compared with the annual totals, during 
the years of epidemic in Hongkong. They

THE COMING COMMERCIAL 
NEGOTIATIONS. -

‘The North China Daily News of the 30th 
ult. publishes an interview with General 
SHAERETTS, who is at present in Shanghai 
to conduct the negotiations in regard to the 
tariff question and the new commercial 
treaty for the United States Government. 
The American representative showed him- 
self fairly ready to talk about his mission. 
With regard to the first part, the settlement 
of the tariff question, he spoke in a sanguine 
manner and said:—‘ It seems pretty well 
settled that there will be no obstacle in the 
way of » speedy adjustment of the ques- 
tion.” He stated that he had been appointed 
with a view to the protection of American 


-interests, but he had interviews with Sir 


Eenest Satow and with Sir James Mackay, 
and was satisfied that the tariff would be 
prepared in Shanghai by the British repre- 
sentatives and the commissioners already 
appointed from other countries, in conjunc- 
tion with the merchants of those countries 
interested. A matter of far greater impor- 
tance, he continued, was the commercial 
treaty, in the negotiation of which many 
conflicting interests would be brought into 
operation, rendering an unanim us conclusion 
on the part of the Commissioners very 
difficult. He expressed his doubts as to the 
willingness of the Chinese authorities in 
the matter and their ability to enforce any 
drastic measures which might be agreed 
upon. Hence General Suarrerrs admitted 


‘that he*had been reluctant to act for the 


United States, but be yielded to pressure 
from. President RoosEvELT. Asked what 
he thought would be the fundamental 


_ features “of the new treaty with China, he

AMENDMENT OF DRAINAGE BYs-LAW. 

- The following suggested amendment of Bye- 
law No. 30 of the Drainage Bye-laws contained 
in Scheduls B of Ordinance No. 13 of 1991 was 
submitted: -‘“ Rain-water pipes and waste- 
pipes from baths, sinks, and othor similar 
appliances on the upper floors of buildings 
shall be of cast-iron sock tted-pipes or wrought- 
iron welded pipss with screwed joints coated 
with bituminous composition, or in the case of 
wrought-iron, galvanised ; or of well-glazed 
stoneware socketted pipes or oth r approved 
materials, securely fixed outside the wall, and 
provided at each point of connection with a 
suitable head, and at their lower extremity with 
a bend, shoe, or podsstal pipe. All joints of 
stoneware pipes to be made in tho manner 
provided by No. 5 of. these-laws. Provided 
that waste-pipes and rain-water pipes abutting 
on any street shall be of cast-iron or welded 
wrought- iron, properly jointed in cement, 
and wuerever practicable rain-water pipes 
shall be carried unZer the footpa'h and dis- 
charged into the side channel.” 

' Dr. CLARK—I bey to move the adopiion of 
the bye-law as amended. As the Board 


instructed, the architects were approached, and | 


replies recvived from four or five of them. 
Theso were submitted to the Surveyor. and the 
Director of Public Works. There are practi- 
cally two recommendations; on» by all of 
them. Tho bye-law previonsly provided that 
‘cast-iron pipes should be jointed with 
o-ment or lead. It appeared to ba imprac- 
ticable to joint them with lead so that 
the Director of Public Works and the Surveyor

Ay.hur Blake, G.C.M.G., left the Colony on 
the 4th inst. by the P. & O. Valetta for a three 
months’ holiday at home, to return in 
April with Lady Blake.

"THE FINAL PROTOCOL. 


The: following is the official English transla- 
tion of the. French text of the final protocol 


made between China and eleven Powers, IM1— - 


The Plenipotentiaries of Germany, Monsieur 
A. Mumm von Schwartzenstein ; Austria- 
Hungary, Baron M. Czikann; Belgium, 
Monsieur Joostens; Spain, Monsieur B. J. de 
Cologan ; United States, Mr. W. W. Rockhill ; 
Frauce, Monkiear Beau; Great Britain, Sir 
Ernest Satow; Ltaly, Marquiss Salvago Raggi; 
Japan, Monsieur Jutaro Komuro; Nether- 
lands, Monsieur F M. Knobel; Russia, 
Monsieur Michael de Giers; and the Plenipo- 
tentaries of China His Highness Yi-K’uang, 
Princo of the first rank; Ch’ing, President of 
the Board of Foreiga Affairs; and, His Ex- 
cellency Li Hung-chang, Count of the first 
rank; Su-Yi, Tutor of the Heir Apparent, 
Grand Secretary of the Wen-Hua Throne Hall, 
Minister of Commerce, Superintendent of 
Trade for the North, Governor-General of 
Chihli, have met for the purpose of declaring 
that China has complied with the conditions 
laid down in the Note of the 22nd of December, 
1900, and which were accepted in their entirety 
by His Majesty the Emperor of Uhina ina Decree 
dated the 27th of December, 1900 (Annex No. 1). 

Art. I.—By an Imperial Edict of the 9th of 
June last (Annex No. 2) Tsai-Feng, Prince 
of the first rank, Chun, was appointed Ambas- 
sador of His Majesty the Emperor of Chino 
and directed in that capacity to convey to His 
Majesty the Emperor of Germany the expres-' 
sion of the regrets of His Majesty the Emperor 
of China and of the Chinese Goverument al 
the assassination of His Excellency the -late 
Baron von Ketteler, German Minister. Prince, 
Chun left Peking the ]2th of July last to carry 
out the orders which had been given him. _ 

Art. 11,—The Chinese Government has stat- . 
ed that it. will erect on the spot of the assass-— 
ination of H. B. the late Baron vou Ketteler,. 
a commemorative monument, worthy of the 
rank of the deceased, and tearing an inscription 


in the Latin, German, and Chinese languages, .

‘he Chinese Plenipotentiaries have informed 
H. E. the German Plenipotentiary in a letter 
dated the 25th of July last (Annex No. 3) that 
an arch of the whole width of the street would 
be erected on the said spot. and that work on it 
was begun the 25th of June last. 

‘Art, IIa.—Imperial Bdicts of the 1th and 
Qist of February, 1901 (Annexes Nos. 4, 5 and 
6) inflicted the following punishments on the 
principal authors of the attempts and crimes 
committed against the Foreign Governments 
and their nationals :— 

Tsai-I, Prince Tuan, and Psai-Lan, Duke 
Fu-kuo, were sentenced to be brought before 
the Autumnal Court of Assize for execation 
and it was agreed that if the Emperor saw fit 
to grant them their lives, they should be exiled 
to ‘Turkestan and there imprisoned for life, 
without the possibility of commutation of these 
punishments. ; J oo 

Tsai Hsun, Prince Chuang, Ying-Nien, Pre- 
sident of t e Court of Censors; and Chao Shu- 
chiao, President of the Board of Panishments, 
were condemned to commit suicide. 


Yu Hsien, Governor of Shansi; Chi Hsin, 
Presigent of the Board of Rites; and Hsu ~ 
Ch’eng-yu. f.rmerly senior Vice-President of - 


the Board of Punishments, were condemned 
to death. fe 
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Posthumous degradation was inflicted on 
K’ang Yi, Assistant Grand Secretary, Presi- 
dent of the Boar! of Works; Hsu T’ung, 
Grand Secretary; and Li Ping-heng, former 
Governor-General of Szu-ch’uan. 

Imperial Edict of Februsry 13th, 1901 
(Annex No. 7) rehabilitated the memories of 
Hen Yong-yi, Pr: ident of the Board of War; 
Li Shan, President of the Board of Works; 
Hsu Ching-ch’eng. Senior Viee-President of 
the Board of Civil Office; Lien Yuan, Vice- 
Chancell8r of the Grand ( ouncil; and Yuan 
Ch’ang, Vice-President of the Court of Sacri- 
fices, who had been put to death for having 
rotested against the outrageo 1s breaches of 
Feetoaal Law of last year. 

Prince Chuang committed suicide the 21st of 
February, 1901; Ying Nien ond Chao Shnr- 
chiao the 24th; Yu-Hsien was executed the 
22nd, Ch'i-Hsiun and Hsu Ch'eng-yu on the 
26th, Tung Fu-hsiang, General in Kansu, has 
been deprived of *his* office by Imperial Edict, 
of the 13th of February, 191, pending the 
determination of the final punishment to be 
inflicted on him. oy 

Imyerial Edicts dated the 29th April and the 
19th Angust. 1901, have inflicted various 
punishments on the provincial officials convicted 
of the crimes and outrages of last snmmer. 

Art. 1[b.—An Imperial Edict promulgated 
the 19th August, 1901 (Annex No. 8) ordered 
the suspension of official examinations for five 

in all cities where foreigners were 
massacred or submiticd to cruel treatment. 

Art, II1T.—So as to make honourable repara- 
tion for tho assassination of Mr. Sugiyama, 
Chancellor of the Japanese Legation, H.M. 
the imperor of China by an Imperial dict of 
the 18th of June, 1901 (Annex No. 9) appointed 
Na ‘I’ung, Vice-President of the Board of 
Finances, to be his Envoy Extraordinary, and 
specially directed him to convey to H.M. the 
Emperor of Japan the expression of the regrets 
-of H.M, the Emperor of China and of his Govern- 
ment at the assassination of Mr. Sugiyama. 

Art. 1V.—The Chinese Government has 
agreed to erect an expiatory monument in each 
of the foreign or international cemeteries 
which were desecrated or in which the tombs 
were destroyed. - 

It has b.en agreed with the Represontatires 
of the Powers that the Legations interested 
shall settle the details for the erection of these 
monuments, China bearing all the expense 
thereof, estimated at {en thonsand taels for the 
cemeteries at Peking and in its neighbour- 
hood, and at flve thousand taels for tle ceme- 
teries in the Provinces. The amounts have been 
paid and the list of these cemeteries is enclosed 
herewith. (Annex No. | 0.) 

Art. V.—China has agreed to prohibit the 
importation into its territory of arms and 
ammunition, as well as of materials exclusively 
used for the manufacture of arms and am- 
munition. 

An Imperial Edict his been issued on the 
‘25th of August, 1201 (Annex No. 11) forbid- 
ding said importation for a term of two years, 
New Edicts may be issued subsequently extend- 
ing this by other successive terms of two years 
in case of necessity recognised by the Power. 

Art. VI.—By an Imperial Edict dated the 
22nd of May, 1901 (Annex No. 12) H. M. the 
Emperor of China agreed to pay the Powers an 
indemnity of four hundred and fifty millions of 
Haikwan taels. 


‘This sum represents the total amount of the |’ 


indemnities for States, Companies or Societies 
rivate individuals and Chinese referred to in 
Article VI of the Note of December 22nd, 1940. 
(a) These four’ hundred and fifty millions 
constitute a gold debt calendated at the rate of 
the Haikwan tael to the gold currency of each 
country as indicated below.

This sum in gold shall bear interest at 4 per 
cent. per annum, and the capital shull be 
reimbursed by China in thirty-nine years in the 
Manner indicated in the annexed plan of 
amortization. (Annex No. 13). Capital and 


interest shall be payable in gold or at the rates of January, 1901, China recognised tho right 
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of exchange corresponding to th» dates at 
which the-different payments shali fall due. 

The amortization shall commence on the lst of 
January, 1902. and sh'l finish at the end of-the 
year 1940. ‘Lhe amortizations sare payable 
annually, the first payment being fix d on the 
first of January, 1903. 

Interest shall run from the first of Jtly, 
19u1, but the Chinese Government shall have 
the right to pay off within a term of three 
years, beginaing January, 197, the arrears of 
the first six mouths ending the 3lat of Decem- 
ber. 3901, ow condition, however, tha it pays 
compound interest at the rate of four cent. per 
annum on the sums, the payme: ts of which shall 
have been thus deferred, 

Interest sha'l be payable semi-annually, the 
id eee being fixed on the [st of July, 
(b) ‘Ihe service of the debt shall take place in 
Shanghai in the following manner:— 

Each Power shall be represented by a dele- 
gate on a commiss‘on of bankers authorised to 
receive the amount of interest nnd amortization 
which shall bg paid to it by the Chiaese Autho- 
rities designated for that purpose, to divide it 
among the interested parties and to gire a 
receipt fo- the sama. 

(c) The Chinese Government shall deliver to 
the Doyen of the Diplomatic Corps at Peking a 
bond for the lump sum. which shall subsequent- 
ly be couyerted into fractional bonds bearing 
ths signature of the delegates of the Chinese 
Government designated for that purpose, 
This operation and all thoss relating to issuing 
of the bonds shall be performed by the above- 
mentioned Commission, in accordance with the 
instructions which the Powers shall sond their 
delagates. : 

(d) The proceeds of tho revenues assigned to 
the payment of the bouds shall bo paid monthly 
to the Commission. 

(o) The revenues assigned as security for the 
bonds are the following .— 

(l.) The balance of ihe revenues of the 
Imperial Maritime Customs after payment of 
the interest and amortization of preceding 
loans secured on those revenues, plus the 
proceeds of the raising to five per cent. effective 


of the present tariff on maritime imports, 
including articles until now on the free list, bat 
exempting rice, foreign cereals and flour, gold 
and silver bullion and coin. 

(2) The revenues of the nafive Customs, 
administered in the open ports by the Imperial 
Maritime Customs. . 

(3.) The total revenues of the salt gabeile, 

exclusive of the fraction previously set aside for 
other foreign loans. 
. The raising of the present tariff on imports 
to five per cent. effective is agreed to on con- 
ditions mentioned below. It shall ba put in 
force twomonths after the signing of the present 
protocol, and no exceptions shall be mado except 
for merchundise in transit not more than ten 
days after the said signing. 

(1.) All duties levied on imports ad valoren 
shall be converted as far as possible and as soon 
as may be into specific duties. 

This conversion shall be madeia the follow- 


ing manner: The average value of merchandise 
at the time of their Janding during three years 
1897, 1898 and 1859, that is to say, the market 
price less the amount of import duties and in- 
cidental expenses, shall bo taken as the basis 
for the valuation o7 merchandise. 

Pending the resnlt of the work of conversion, 
duties shall ba levied ad valorem. 

(2.) The beds of the rivers Whangpoo and 
Peiho shail b3 improved with tho financial 
participation of China. 

Art. ViJ.—The Chinese Government has 
agreed that the quarter occupi d by the Lega- 
tions shall be considered.as one spocially reserved 
for their use and placed under their exclusive 
control, in which Chinese shall not have the 
right to reside and which may be made defen- 
sible. 

The limits of this quarter have beon fixed as 
fo lows on the annexed plan (Annex No. 14)— 

On the East, Ketteler Strre* (10, 11, 12). 

On the North, the line 5, 6, 7. 8, 9, 10. 

On ths West, the liae 1, 2, 3, +. 5. 

On the South, the line 12-1 drawa long the 
oaterior base of the Tartar wall and follow- 
ing the line of the bastions.

Art. VIII.—The Chinese Government has 
consented to rase the forts of ‘Taku and those 
which might impede free communication be- 
tween Peking and the rea—steps have been 
taken for carrying this ont.

the right to the Powers in tho Protocol annexed 
to the letter of the 16th of January, 1991, to 
occupy certain points, to bs determined by au 
agreement between them for the maintenance 


of open communication b.tween the capital and- 


the sea: .The points occupied by the Powers 
are:—Hnuang-t'un, Loing-fang, Yang-te’un, 
Tientsin, Chun-liang-Uh’eng, Tong-ku, Sa-t’ai, 
Tong-shan, Lan-chou, Chang-li, Ch'in-wang 
‘Yao, Shanhai-kwan. 

Art. X.—The Chinese Government has agre- 
ed to post and to have published during two 
years in all district cities the following Imperial 
Edicts :— 

(a) Edict of the Ist of Febrnary, 1901 
(Annex No. J5). prohibiting for ever, under 
pain of death, membership in an anti-foreign 
sociely. 

(b) Edicts of the 13th and 21st of February, 
29th of April and 19th of August, 191, 
thumeratiog the punishments inflicted on the 
guilty. ; 

(c) Edict of the 19th of Angust, 1901, 
prohibiting examinations in all cities where 
foreigners were massacred or subjected to cruel 
treatment. 

(d) Baict of the lst of February, 1901 (Annex 
‘No. 16) declaring all Governors-geueral, 
Governors and Frovincial or local officials 
responsible for order imXtueir respective districts, 
and that in case of new anti-foreign troubles or 
other infractions of the ‘l'reaties which shall 
not bo immediately repressed and the authors 
of which shall not have been punished, these 


officials shall be immediately dismissed without, 


possibility of being given new fnuctions or new 
honours. : 

The posting of these Edicts is being carried 
on througheut tre Empire. 

Art. XI1—The Chinese Government has 
agreed to negoliate the amendments deemed 
necessary by the Foreign Governments to the 
Treaties of Commerce and Navigation and the 
other subjects concerning commercial relations 
with the object of facilitating them. 

At present, and as a result of the stipulation 
contained in Article VI concerning tbe in- 
demnity, the Chinese Government agree to assist 
in the improvement of the courses of the rivers 
Peiho and Whang*p»o, as stated below, 

(a) The works for the improvement of the 
navigability of the Peiho, berun in 1898 with 
the co-operation of the Chin.se Government, 
have been resumed under the direction of an 
International Commission. As soon as the ad- 
ministration of ‘Tizn'sin shall have been handed 
back to the Chines» Government it will be ina 
, osition to be represented on this Commission, 
and will pay each year a sum of 60,000 Haikwau 
Taels for maiutaini: g the works. 

/b) A Conservancy Board, charged with the 
management and conirol of the works for 
straightening the Whangpoo and the improve- 
ment of the course of that river, is hereby 
created. : 

This Board shall consist of members repre- 
senting the interes’s of the Chinese Govern- 
ment and those of foreigners in the shipping 
trade of Shanghai, 

The expenses incurred for the works and the 
general management of the undertaking. are 
estimated at the annual sum of 461,000 Haik- 
wan Tasls for the first twenty years. ‘This 
sum shall be supplied in equal portions by the 
Chineso Government and the foreign interests 
concerned. Detailed stipulations concerning 


the composition, duties and revenue of the 


Conservancy Board are embodied in Annex 
No 17. 

Art. XII.—An Imperial Edict of the 24th 
of July, 1901 (Annex No. -18) reformed the 
Office of Foreign Affairs, Tsungh Yamen, on 
the lines indicated by the Powers, that is to say, 
{ransfurmed it into a Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs, Wai Wau Pu, which takes precedence 
ovor the six other Ministries of State: the sume 
Edict appointed the principal members of this 
Ministry.

Finally it is expressly understood thot as 
regards the declarations specified above and the 
annexed documents originating with the 
Foreign Plenipotentiaries, the French Text 
only is authoritative. 

The Chinese Government having thus com- 
plied to the satisfaction of the Powers with 
the conditions laid down in the above-mentioned 
Note of December 22nd, 1900, the Powers 
have agreed to accede to the wish of China 
to terminate the mtuation created by the dis- | 
orders of the’ summer of 1900. In conse- 
quence thereof the Foreign Plenipotentiaries 
are authorised to declare in the names

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LOSS OF THE S.S, “CLARA.”

Our Hoihow correspondent writes as follows 
with regard to the loss of the s.s. Clara, already 
reported in the Daily Press :—TEarly on 
Monday morning, the 30th December, Hoihow 
town was stirred by the sad news of the: loss of 
the German steamer Clara, a regular trader 
between Hongkong, Hoihow, Pakhoi, and 
Haiphong. It appears that the Clara was 
on a voyage from Haiphong, tia Pakhoi 
and Hoihow, to Hongkong with a full cargo 
of 9,000 bags of rice and sundries, and passen- 
gers. She left Hoihow at about 2 p.m. on 
Saturday, the 28th December ; cleared Hainan 
Head at 5 p.m., and took themiddle channel. At 
about 7 p.m. when 17 miles to the Hast of Hainan 
Head she ran on asandbank. The engines were 

- at once stopped and reversed ; after a little time 
she got off and anchored in deep water. Sound- 
ings showed that she was in fifteen fathoms ; 
upon sounding the wells it was found that she 
was making water; the pumps were then set to 
work, but they could not gain upon the water, 
which was inercasing every moment. About 
midnight the lower holds were flooded and 
the water increasing witha rush. She filled 
gradually and at abont 2 am. on the 29th

The | Imperial Decreo, dated the 28th ult,

We issued yesterday an edict with reference 
to the rising of desperadoes in Yingtza, belong- 
ing to Pinglohsien, Kansu, whereby not only 
were (he country people robbed and plundered, 
but cettain missionaries and converts, and com- 
mandefl Sung Fan (Manchu), Viceroy of Shen- 
Kan, gn the one hand to :ombine with Ts‘én 
Ch‘unthsuen, Governor of Shansi, and surround- 
the said desperadoes and capture every one of 
them, jon\the other hand. to denounce in the 
severest Yerms the culpable local civil and 
military officials of said district who had 
been lanable to properly protect the mis- 
sionaries and converts residing within their 
jurisdiction. We have now received the said 
Vicerby’s report on the matter, and we 
hereby command that Wang Shu-huas, retiring 
magistrate of Pinglohsien; Li Han-ch’ing, 
present substantive magistrate of Pinglohsien ; 
and Yeh Ch'ing-yang, Lientenant-Colonel of 
same [listrict, be forthwith cashered and given 
a Sanihings period of time to capture all of the 
desperadoes connecied with the rising and have 
every| one of them beheaded and punished to the 
utmost extent of the law. If the said officials 
do ndt succeed in running down and capturing 
the = desperadoes within the said limit of time, 


tho guilty officials conceroed are to be dismissed 
for ever from the publicservice. The said Vice- 
roy must himself diligently direct his civil and 
military officials to do their hest to eapture the 
said desperadoes as soon as possible and settle 
matters at an early date, while, on the other 
hand| orders must be issued insisting that extra 
care must be exercised to protect the churches 
and missionaries everywhere in Kansu and 
Sherisi: Jet there be no lack of vigilance, lest 
the dfficials concerned be visited with condign 
and heavy punishment. 


Another decree says: — 

Wo have already issued decrees concerning 
the fashioring of the culpable officials with 
reference to the attack on missionaries and their 
converts at Yingtze, in Pinglohsien, Kansu. 
Welhave now again received 0 memorial from 


Sung Fan, Viceroy of Shen-Kan, in which he’ 


reports that the Missionary Mei (» Belgian 
priest) and four of his converts have since died 
from their wounds from the said desperadoes, 
dithat he had sent the ‘Taotai Chang ‘T‘ing- 
ch’ with troops to capture murderers, as well 
as t protect the rest of the people in the dis- 
turbed district. Now all civil as well as 
military officials of the Empire are required to 
protect churches and converts. This lack of 
vi ce and care whereby a missionary and 
some converts are killed is very sad and we 
deeply sympathise with the sufferers. Sung Fan 
is érdered to give at once all necessary aid in 
meney, etc., and to summarily decapitate all 
cy lone ei he has captured, and will have 
to jcapture.

THE TROUBLE IN THE GARRISON. 

Following the telegram which I despatched 
to you to-day, I write now to supplement the 
detuils of the report as to the suspected mutiny 
of the recently arrived infantry soldiers of the 
Expeditionary Fores. 1t is difficult to discover 
any well-established grievance to justify the 
alleged existence of a plot which, had it had 
time to hatch, might have been attended with 
such disastrous consequences to the Holy City 
of Macao. - At the court-martial, which will be 
held to-morrow. it is to be hoped that every 
effort will be made to sift the question thorough- 
ly, and, if any real grievance is found to exist, 
that no pains will be spared by the responsible 
authorities to set matters aright. Since the 
arrival of the new Garrison no trouble with the 
men has beer heard of, and no untoward 
event was atany time anticipated. The startling 
news, therofore, that gained currency in town 
to-day of a serious dissatisfaction coming to a 
head Jast night amongst ihe infantry soldiers 
came as a painful surprise to the peaceful 

residents. 
The alleged grievances are stated to be the 
insufficiency of the pay of the soldiers and a 
dissatisfaction with the quality and quantity 
of their rations. As to the first of theso reasons 
there should be no ground for contention, 
seeing that the rates of pay which the 
officers and men alike accepted were fixed in 
Lisbon before the enlistment of the present 
Garrison for service in this Colony. On this 
score the difficulty should, without doubt, be 
met satisfactorily to all parties. -And as to the 
| second, the official enquiry that will take place 
to-morrow Will reveal the true state of affairs.

An attack was made upon the 
enemy from the direction the latter had the 
least expected, but the detachment of Cossacks 
was met by a hot fire from 2 guns and a 
falconet, with drawn swords and fixed boyouets, 
the Cossacks made a decisive rush at the 
enemy . and caused them to retreat. Tho 
Cossacks also destroyed with a well directed 
fire from their 2 guns, two citadels; and

IMPROVEMENTS. 

It will interest you to leara what has been 
done io this colony during the past year in th: 
way of improvemen!s that increfsa its ‘value az 
a summer health-resort, and that geierally 
speaking render it a mora desirable place of 
residence? for foraigner:. It must b3 co nfessed 
—even by the most ardent admirer of 
the Chinese nation —that, however much 
they may exc3l Westerners in certain points, 
they have much to learn from the ou.er 
barbarians in the-way of improved means of 
communication. Their roads—if ‘‘ roads” they 
may be called—are execrable, their canals are 
nearly as bad. There was no object during the 
Japanese occupation in their spending money 
on the captured naval base, since their tenure ! 
wus to be a temporary one. The British 
therefore found here virgin soil, and although, 
for several reasons, the development of the 
Territory has been slow and spasmodic in 
character, during the past three years, and 
especially in the ene now drawing to its close, 
considerable progress has to be recorded. 
Ro ighly speaking, the amount of money paid 
te contractors for work undertaken this year is 
$46,000, though probab'y this covers work yet 
tn be finished, which has been interrupted by 
the unusually early frosts. 

‘ ROADS. 

Whether we shall ever have railway communi- 
cation between Chefoo and Weihaiwei is a moot 
point, Failing this, it is much to be desired 
that a good highway be constru ted batween 
ihe two ports. In his official report to the 
Colonial Office on the new British aequisition, 
Sir Frank Swettenham give it as his opinion 
that the Chinese officials will resist rather than 
encourage the constroction of such a road, on . 
‘the ground that i; might divert trade from 
Chefoo. This does not appear reasonable, for 
geographically the Treaty Port occupies a better . 
position in respect to the trade of Shantung. 
In addition to this, the British Government 
appears to have signed a treaty with Germany of 
the nature of a “ self-denying ordinancs.” The 
mandarins have, on the other hand, real reason 
to fear the Germans, for Tsingtao is in an even 
more favourable situation than Uhefoo as regards © 
the central, populous districts. of the province, | 
and their railroad ig being pushed into the 
interior with great rapidity. ~ 

However, the authorities here have bagun the 
road, and will carry it to the boundary. It 
remains to be seen whether the native officials 
Will continue it—or allow it to be continned—in 
Chinese territory. When completed it will te 
about 14 miles in length. Beginning at Mahto, it 
runs direct to the city, and skirting the northern | 
wall passes westward. The portion constructed, 
or nearly finished, ends‘at a group of small 
villages near the piece of water known locally 
as the Third Lagoon, and: is eight miles long. 
There are connecting roads to the eastern and 
western gates of the city, which might be 
regarded as the main highway if the native 
officials would put the streets within the wall in 
good repair. = 

To foreign residents, perhaps, the most im-- 
portant of the new roads is that running from 
Mahto to Half Moon Bay in the one direction 
—about three miles,—and the other round 
Narcissus Bay, past Flagstaff Camp, towards 
villages to the south of the Harbour. The 
former in climbing the hill behind Queen’s 
Hotel has for 200 yards a rather steep gradient 


of 1 in 17. Nowhere else is the gradient greater 
than 1 in 20. Leaving the Hotel, it follows the 
shore, round the ontaide edge of two ruined forts, 
and past an old iron pier, whore, prior to the 
.Jupanese war, the Chinese are said to have had 
-g turpedo station. It here turns to the north, ! 
traverses. a large fishing and agricultural 
village, and ends at the new bungalows of the 
Weihaiwei Land and Building Company. Be- 
sides providing the natives with a ready means 
of bringing their produce to market, this road 


\ 


very -congiderably increases the yalue of the 
Company’s property. 

. The third highway, mentioned above, will 
when completed be the longest. It is in- 
tended ultimately to reach Tsamaotsun, 8 dis- 
tance of 17 miles from Mahto. The portion 
uniler construction is 8 miles in length. and 
stops ata village named Haopu. The road is 
comparatively flat; it passes between the city 
and the Parade Ground of tho Ist Chinese 
Regiment, and to the rear of the four foreign 
bungalows on Narcissus Bay. 

In all, some dozens of culverts and small 
bridges-have been mae. Perhaps the finest 
piece of bridge-work is that at Nanchutao—to 
the south of Flagstaff Hill—undertaken by a 
local contractor. 

As there is no wheeled traffic in the district, 
Macadam’s teachings may safely be ignored. 
In decomposed granite, easily obtained locally 
at small cost, tbe constructor has capital 
material for surfacing his roadways. 

; MULE-TRACKs, 

Two important tracks, broad enough for 
laden animals to pass one another, have been 
finished this antumn. ‘Lhey are not only nar- 
rower, but, of course, steeper than the main 
highways described above, the gradient being 
Yin 10: One, connecting Mahto with villages 
to the north near Waterwitch Bay, is 3 miles 
in length and reaches a height of about 600 
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3 feet above sea-level. It crosses tho range of 
¢ steep hiils to the north of the Bay, containing 
RE some peaks nearly 1,000 feet high. The other 
Pr track links together two important villages 
a south of the Bay—Laobatsze and Baohuko—and 
y climbs a difficult pass between them ata height 
af of about 400 feet. *

MISSIONARIES \ND LOOTING. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ DAILY PRESS.”

S1ex,—In justice to the Catholic missionaries 
of Peking, will you kindl7 publish the following * 
brief and simple narrative, which I happen to 
have from the pen of Bishop Favier himself. 
It is taken from a statement made by the 
Bishop, with regar! to charges brought against 
him of having ° loot2d”-a-valnable collec- 
tion which has subsequently found its way 
into an American museum It is a plain, 
simple statement, a3 of one who has nothing to 
conceal nor regret in his conduct. As the 
accusations against the French missionaries 
come now from their own countrymen, Wwe 
might leave them to defend themselves; but 
since the charges find publication in English 
apers as well, it is but fair that the other sid» 
should be heard in the same language. I trans- 
late from a letter of the Bishop, dated Peking, 
Ist November, 1901. 

“On Ang. 16th, 1900, at 8 o'clock in tha 
morning, the Allies came to deliver my 
residence at the Peitang. The Boxers aud the 
irregular troops opposed an energetic resistance. 
They fonght for three hours, and everything 
was on fire: I counted as many as eighteen 
fires around us. The good people fled, abandon- 
ing their houses, their shops and ‘stores. One 
contd not have bought a pound of bread for a 
thousand dollars: there was no lack of 
provisions, but there was no one left to sell. The 
6,000 Christians who had suffered at Peking 
a siege and a fast of sixty days had no shelter, 
clothes or food: they had seen 1,560 of their 
relatives massacred by the Boxers, and more 
than 400 had died of suffering in the siege 
of the Peitang. I could not devote to a 
had jast been saved by the Allies, I therefore 
authorised the taking of what wa; 
tbat 
whatever s.ould come from the stores of the

Our good reputation 
has attracted a great many: since the siege we. 
0 adults, and 
more than 4,000 have given in their names to 
become Christians. I am persuaded then that 
these accusations proceed from the lack of exact 
information. I shall at.any rate keep my 
steem for those who have made the accusations, 
they have been deceived, not deceivers.”

on Sunday, 22nd September, 1991. The plain- 
tiff in order to bring the claim within the 
jurisdiction of the Summary -Court waived 
$457.64 of the amount of his claim, thereby 
reducing it to $1,000. . He also claims damages, 

Mr. Morgan Phillips, barris'er-at-law, appear- 
ed for the plaintiff, instructed by Mr. John 
Hays of Messrs. Johnson, Stokes & Master, 
solicitors; and defendants were represented by 
Mr. John Hastings, solicitor. 

The pleadings were put in and held as read. 
The defendants in their answers denied ail 
knowledge of the collision, and stated further 
that the Indus left Shanghai on 19th September

in the place which the plaintiffs stated that the 
collision occurred. Of course, the people on the 
jank did not see the name of the steamer, 
and being Chinese, would not have known 
it even if they had. Bunt they all said 
she had a white hull and two black fnnnels. 
One witness would speak to the shape of 
her bows, which were peculiarly straight. So 
that, it seemed to him, there was the strongest 
substantial evidence that it was this steamer 
Indus which came into collision with the junk. 
The plaintiff held that the collision was caused 
by the negligence of the Indus; she did not 
keep out of the way of the junk. She did not 
stop her engines or slacken her speed when 
approaching the junk. He shonid have stated 
that the junk had the usnal light exhibited by 
fishing janks—a bright light suspended from 
a pole about six feet above the stern; and the 
Court would be told that that light was seen, 
by those who had charge of the junk, to be 
purning brightly just before the collision hap- 
pened. It seemed to him hat if those witnesses 
gave their evidence according to the instrac- 
tions which he ha’ received, coupled with the 
of Captain Douglas, there was the 
strongest circumstantial evidence that the ship 
which caused the damage was the Indus; and he 
would ask his Lordship to say that she was to 
blame and was liable to the plaintiff in the 
amount of damages which was claimed.

A fateful year, and fitfal withal,

It is satisfactory to note that the last settl-- 
ment of the year not only passed off without 
the least sign of trouble which was predicted ot 
it by a few pessimists, but has in fact brought 
abont an improvement in rates entirely unex- 
pected. 

This 


is undoubtedly due (if not wholly, 
partly ot least) to the firm stand made 
by the rank and file of the Rialto, 
who hung grimly to their holdings and would 
‘not part. How long they will be able to hoid 
out, and how far their expectations of an early 
rise in prices will be realised remains to be seen. 

In the meantime the market has certainly 
assumed a livelier and firmer tone, a healthy 
feature of which is that the greater portion of 
the business now doing is for cash. During 
the month, however, business was limited in the 
extreme, while in the way of fluctuations, no- 
thing occurred worth mentioning, such leading

True, 
subscription to this new issue is optional and 
not compulsory, but the option is only apparent, 
since, in the event cf the issue not being taken 
up, shareholders must be prepared to see it 
offered on the market aé par, which virtually 
means a prospective shrinkage in the value of 
their present holdings of fifteen per cent., a 
contingency they can hardly suffer to arise. 

As to the larger question, whether, and how 
far, it is wise to effect such an enormous and 
permanent increase of capital (five-fold within a 
period of eighteen months) of what is, after all, 
only a small coasting steamship company, the 
future alone will show. The assurance of the 
Chairman that-for the present no anxiety need 
be fell as to any opposition, is no doubt, 
satisfactory as far as it goes, but I must con- 
fess that, as a shareholder, the prospect of a 
heavy capital to feed, while the possibility of 
an opposition exists, makes me donbt the 
wisdom of this further increase.

doubtful memory, of 88 and ’89. The wise 
operator and the unwise, the operator with 
commonsense and the operator without, the 
overcautious and the rash, the sedate and the 
easily excitable, all, all, were in the mad scramble 
for Docks.

So far, however, prices had 
not gone beyond their proper an? legitimate 
level, and had they been allowed to remain at 
that normal point, everything might have gone 
all right, and the Rialto would have been spared 
the serious fall in prices and that very 
acute depression which subsequently followed, 
But when excitement is running so high, 
rash and weak speculators are bound to 
“chip in,’ and, in the 
they would not be denied. It was perhaps 
not entirely their own fanlt. Led to believe 
that there was still some money to be made, 
particularly in Docks, they entered into large 
forward engagements, ad, for a time, succeeded 
in giving the market a fictitions tone. Thoir 
disillusion was swift and sudden, for in the very 
first month (July) in which a portion of these 
“contracts fell due, they had to pay an averageloss 
of abont thirty pcints, which wasclosely followed 
by a further-and equally beavy fall, but more 
damaging in its effects than the first, in August. 
-From that shock, the market has since then 
shown a continuation of depression and dullness 
almost painful in its monotony, and lasting 
without a break down to the present time. For 
the past two weeks, however, things appear to 
be resuming their norma! tone, and, in view of 
the fact that money keeps abundant. in spite of 
the Chinese New Year now fast approaching, 
an all-round improvement seams fairly assured. 
During the year, three new companies, with 

a total of a little over two millions, were success- 
fully put on the market. One of these isa small 
local concern, carrying on the business of what 
our American friends would calla “dry goo-ls 
store,” and appears ‘o be doing fairly well, The 
other two, with a capital of a round million 
each, have their headquarters at Manila, and are 
reported to be a little “under the weather,”

Northern Siam. Tho Chinese trader's explana- 
tion was that no fewer than 60 foreign merchant 
vessels laden with merchandise had been 
captured on the high seas by the victorious 
Chinese in their war with all the Foreign 
Powers.

A HONGKONG APPEAL CASE. 


HO TUNG V THE MAN ON INSURANCE CO., LD. 
The following is the report-of the judgment

This was as appeal from a judgment of the 


Supreme Court of Hongkong of July 3, 1900, 
affirming a decision of the Chief Justice. |

The arguments for the appellant—the other 
side not being called on—were recently heard

_ Lord Davey, in now delivering their Lord- 
ships’ judgment, said the sole question was 
whether the regulations of the respondent 
company were those contained in its articles of 
association registered at HongHeng or those 
contained in Table A in the first schedule to 
the Companies’ Ordinance, Hongkong, 1865, 
under the provisions of which the company was 
incorporated in 1881. Sections 6. 1], and 14 
to 18 of the ordinance were substantially 
identical with the sections bearing the same 
numbers in the Companies Act, 1862, and 
Table A in the schedule to the ordinance cor- 
responded with Table A in the Companies Act. 
By section 14 it was enacted that the memo- 
randum of association might, in the case of a 
company limited by shares, be accompanied 
when registered by articles of association signed 
by the subscribers to the memorandum of associa- 
tion. By section 15 if the memorandum of as- 
sociation was not accompanied by articles, or so 
far as the articles did not exclude the regulations 
in Table A, those regulations became the regula- 
tions of the company, and by(section 17 it was 
enacted that the memorandum of association 
and the articles of association, if any, should be 
delivered to the Registrar, who was to retain 
and register the same. In the present case the 
memorandum of association was duly signed by 
nine persons, and their signature: was duly 


-. attested. Tho memorandum was accompanied 


by a small printed book purporting to contain 
“articles of sssociation of the ‘Man On’ In- 
surance Company (Limited),” but those articles 
were not signed. The Registrar; however, re- 
gistered them with the memorandum and there- 
upon gave a certificate of the incorporation of 
the company. The articles so registered had 
been in use by the company from that date 
until the present time. ‘They had heen twice 
amended by special resolutions which had been 
registered. - 1n 1€85 certain articles were added, 
and the. special resolution was in the follow- 
ing words:—“ That at the end of the 
articles of association of the company there be 
added +o and incorporated with the said articles 
the following regulations, that is to say,” &c. 
And in 1894 the resolution was “that Article 
72 of the company's articles of association is 
hereby cancelled, and that there should be sub- 
stituted: therefor the* following regulation.” 
The present question had arisen in this way. 
A: purchaser and transferée of shares in the 
company applied for registration.. The regis- 
tered articlés contained a power for the direc- 
tors to preyent and disallow the sale or transfer 
‘of sharés' to a transferee whom they did not 
consider a fit person to hold shares. In exercise 


_ of that power the directors refused to register 


the transferee, who thereupon moved the Court 
to have the register rectified by registering 
him as the holder of tbe shgres, and raised the 


question whether the directors had the power- 


which which they claimed to reject the transfer. 
It -was’ contended that, in the circumstances, 
the regulation contained in ‘Table A were the 
only regulations of the company. The Chief 
Justice “held that the enactment in section 18 
of the-ordinance making the cortificate “of 
incorporation’ conclusive evidence that all the 
requisitions of the ordinance had: been complied 
with applied ‘to this case, and refused the 


motion. On appeal, the Chief Justipe adhered 
to hig opinion; Mr.Justice tércombe Smith 
differed trom him. The original |order was 
therefore affirmed. It was not denied. that, if 
the company was governed by the} registered 
articles. tha directors were ent.ted to reject the 
transfer -In Table A, on the other hand, 
there was no such power It appeared, there- 
fore, that these articles had been registered and 
published and put forward as the company’s 
only articles of association, and had |been acted 
on, amended, and added to by the shareholder, 
and the company’s business had been 
conducted under the regulations | contained 
therein for 16 years without any ,objection ; 
and the company states that they were its ar- 
ticles of assuciation. Their Lordships thought 
that in these circumstances they werejentitled to 
draw the inference that all the shareliolders had 
accepted and adopted the articles as the valid 
and operative articles of association of the 
company. The articles of association stood on 
a very different footing from the memorandum, 
and were in the power of the shareholders 
themselves. The apparent object of r-quiring 
the articles to be signed before registration was 
to secure the adhesion of the only members of 
the company at that time to the regulations 
contained therein. It wa , no doubt, impera- 
tive on the Registrar to require the articles to 
be signed before registering them, as it was to 
see that they complied with the other requisi- 
tions of the ordinance, as for example that 
they were printed and expressed in paragraphs 
numbe ed arithmetically. But there was no 
reason why the shareholders should not adgpt 
then although irregularly registered. he 
statutory mode of doing so was by special 


_statation, but that again was only machinery 


for securing the assent of the shareholders or a 
sufficient majority of them. In the “|Phosphate 
of Lime Company y. Green” (L.R. 7 C.¥., 43) 
it was held that the company was bound by the 
acquiescence of the-shareholders in an act done 
by the directors in direct violation of the 
articles of association, although there 
had been no alteration of the articles by 
a special resolution. In commenting on the 
cases arising out of the Agriculturist Cattle 
Insurance Company, Lord Cairns, 7 
“Ashbury Railway Carriage Company v. Riche” 
(L.R., 7 HL. 653,.at p. 674) said, “If they 
had sanctioned what had been done without the 
formality of a resolution it was quite clear that 
that would have been perfectly sufficient.” He 
added, ‘‘£o also in the case of the Phosphate of 
Lime Company the question was whether that 
had been d ne by the sanction of the company 
which clearly might have been done by 8 
resolution passed by the company.’ Their 
Lordships thought that by the acquiescence 
and agreement of the shareholders shown by a 
long course of dealing the registered articles 
had become and were the articles of association 
of the company as surely as if they had been 
formally adopted by special resolution. They 
would therefore humbly advise his Majesty 
that the appeal be dismissed. The appellant 
would pay the costs of it. 


THE CONDITION OF FORMOSA. 


We take the following account of an interview 
from the Kobe Chronicle of the Jat inst :— 

It will perhaps be learned with some surprise 
that there are almost forty thousand Japanese 
in Formosa engaged in trade or commerce 
of various descriptions, Formosa is still 
regarded as being remote from Japan, and 
foreigners are inclined to think of the Japanese 
in the island as being confined mainly to the 
official class. The number of officials, including 
policemen and civil officers, is about five thou- 
sand, who govern population not exceeding 
two millions and a half. To the officials 
must be added a garrison of two brigades, 
consisting of about twenty thousand men, £0 
that it will be seen the total number of Japanese 
in the island is between sixty and seventy 
thousand. In the opinion of many Japanese 
who have taken up their residence in Formosa, 
the time has now come when a reform in govern- 
ment should take place in the direction of al- 
lowing the population, and particularly, we 


“suppose, the Japanese part of the popalition, 


some share in the control of administration. 
At present the island is administered rather as 
if it were under military rule than as a part of 


x 
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‘the Japanese empire in which the rights and 


privileges of the subject are governed by Con- 
sitution. The conditions ia Formosa ‘are . of 
coursé so different that it is not wonderful to © 
find that the administratton is framed on diffe- 
rent lines, but it is complained that as matters 
stand there is far too much despotic authority 
vested in the officials. - 

‘ The unofficial Japanese in Formosa have 
delegated two gentlemen to visit Japan proper 
and make their grievances public, in the hope 
that changes will be effected before long ns the 
result of the publicity given. These two 
gentlemen are Mr. Hagiwara, editor of the 
Taiwan Mimpo, and Mr. Kobayashi, a barrister, 
who is also connected with the same journal. 
The case of these goentlem2n, who called upon 
us a few days ago with the object of a personal 
interview, is briefly that as tho Governor- 
General of Formosa has fall power of legisls- 
tion, and is advised solely by the officials of his 
entourage, the goveroment of Formosa tends to 
be carried on as a buresucracy, where the 
interests of officials naturally assume much 
more importance than the interests of the island. 
No criticism is permitted, and any Japanese 
who dares to say anything against the 
officials or against the local government is 
promptly deported. “As a matter of fact,” 
said one of our visitors, “the Peace Preserva- 
tion Law which was repealed some years ago so 
far as the mainland is concerned is put into 
operation in Formosa just as if the Diet had 
never objected to it.” 

In reply to a question as to whether the 
Chinese had any recognised means of making 
their wishes known or bringing their grievances 
to the notice of th. authorities, we were told 
tha’. in each district a Chinese was chosen as a 
sort of head-man and to be a means of com- 
munication between the lozal government ‘arid 
the people. In effect he became an official, 
being given a small salary, but he was never con- 
sulted upon the views of the Chinese. He merely 
conveyed theorders of the local governmenttothe - 
people, reported upon the number of persons in 
each house for taxation purposes, and, in the case 
of the construction of public works—such, for . 
example, asa railway—he conveyed the order 
for the appropriation of land. Japanese resi-— 
dents were also appointed on committees of 
taxation, but their functions were confined 
solely to reporting on the individual capacity to 
pay certain taxes, and they had no power of 
representation. The consequence was, that the 
officials had everything their own way, and the 
result was not very satisfactory either in the 
interests of the residents or of the island 
generally. 

Messrs. Hagiwara and Kobayashi hold that 
the time has come to grant some power 
of representation and administration to - 
the residents. Probably the time is not ripe, 
they think, for the grant of full rights, 
xs the situation is complicated by the 
Chinese population, but there aan scarcely be 
any reason why Japanese residents and Chinese 
who have become Japaness subjects should not 
bo grauted at least representative rights, If 
the residents had some means of making their 
voices heard, a check would be exercised upon 
the officials whieh is at present altogether 
wanting, Above sll the power of deporting 
persons who are objectionable to the officials 
shouid be taken away, and those’ who have 
committed any offence should be subjected to the 
law. ‘To allow officials to be the sole judges of 
whether a man is or is nota desirable person, 
they consider altogether out of hurmony with the 
spirit of the Japanese Constitution. It leads 
to cases of great hardship, and opens the way to 
intimidation on the part of unscrupulous 
officials, preventing criticism even of - the 
mildest character, and thus militating against 
the public interest. Messrs. Kobayashi and 
Hagiwara niake out a strong case; and it is to 
be hoped that their mission to Tokyo will have 
some success if-only in directing attention to 
affairs in Formosa. a 

In reply to a question as to the position of 
foreigners in Formosa, regarding which com- 
plaints occasionally reached Japan, Mr. Hagi- 
wara said in the opinion of Japanese the officials 
listened far more to complaints from foreigners 
than from Japanese. We remarked on ths 
question of titles to land, and asked whether 
considerable difficulties had not arisen, when 
the Japanese took over control, - from 
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refusal to recognise certain titles held by 
- foreigners. Mr, Hagiwara said the position 
was this. While foreigners under the old 
Treaties with China hal the right to purchase 
and own land in the Settlements, they had no 
more right, at least in the case of merchants, 
to own land outside the Settlements thin in 
Japan proper. During the Chinese régime, 
however, a number of foreigners purchased 
land outside the Settlements with official con- 
nivance, and especially became possessed of 
tracts of camphor forest. After the Japanese 
* had taken over control of the island and things 
5 were setting down, the authorities demanded 
aaa Fagen of the initial measeres of government 
he registration of all title-deeds to land,, but 
: when foreigners put in title-deeds of property 
3 outside the Settlements thc auvhorities de- 
fe clined to recognise them. Such title-deeds 
~ - the Government held to be an infraction of 
the old Treaty, whilé they were also invalid 
under the law of Japan. But the authorities, 
Mr. Hagiwara says, made no difficulty so long 
as foreigners nominally brought themeelves 
into conformity with the law. For example, a 
considerable amount of property outside the 
Sett’ements had come into the hands of the 
Hongkong and Shanghai Bank, and in this 
case, w.th the object of bringing the title deeds 
into accordance with the law, a well-known 
barrister of Tokyo was mide trustee under a 
deed by which all the profits derived from the 
property were paid over to the Banking Cor- 
poration concerned. Other foreigners made 
arrangements with Chiness or Japanese to act 
as nomina owners of the property, and only in 
cases where foreigners refused to take such a 
course did any trouble arise. Such is the 
statemeat made by Mr. Hagiwara. Whether 
it covers all the cases of dispute we cannot say. 
but it is at least interesting as showing the 
‘"\Japanese view of the title-deed question in 
Formosa. .

On the 23rd ult. coolies employed at the 
Kayakijima colliery near Nagasaki, belonging 
to the Chemical Works Co. of Osaka. broke 
out in a riot. A gang of 30 men attacked the 
office of the colliery and the men were quickly 
joined by 400 others who carried clubs, 
bamboo spears and long swords. Toward the 
evening they lit several bonfires to enable 
them to'see what ‘they were doing. The mob 
then attempted to blow up the office with 
dynamite, byt the dynamite did not explode. 
After tlis they threw stones at the office and 
almost demolished the building. The officers 
and overszers opened fire and some of them 
ventured to attack the mob with swords. Some- 
thing very like a battte ensued. Highteen men 
on both sides were severely injured in the 
fighting and two coolies were killed. The 
police who arrived at the island from Nagasaki 
at about nine the same evening dispersed the 
mob after a bard struggle. Twenty-three 
coolies, the leaders of the affair, were arrested 
and the remainder dispersed. The cause of the 
disturbance is reported to be an unsuccessful 
demacd for an increase in pay together with 

. better treatment. 
“Nagasaki s'eied that order has been restored. 

It is rumoured that Viceroy Yuan Shi-kai is 
in hopes of being able to visit Japan shortly.
